For spring and early summer crop sow in March or early in April in hot-bed and transplant to cold frame when sufficiently large, and to the open ground as soon as danger 
of hard freezingis over. The plants will endurea light frost. The soil for cauliflower should be like that for cabbage; but it is better to be made richer than is ordinarily 
used for that crop. Give the plants thorough culture, and keep free from worms with Persian insect powder. For late crop sow at same time as for late cabbage, and treat 
in the same manner. It should be borne in mind that cauliflower will not head up well in hot, dry weather, and hence the sowing should be so regulated as to bring it in 
either in early summer or late fall. Although nine-tenths of the cauliflowers grown in this country are produced without it, frequent and abundant watering is so beneficial 
that it pays well for the labor it costs. After the heads begin to form draw the leaves over them and pin or tie them together to protect the heads from the sun and keep 
them white. They should be cut for use while the ‘‘ curd” is compact and hard, as they soon become tough and bitter after they open and separate into branches. Owing

To start seed use shallow boxes or pans, about two inches deep, in which place rich, mellow soil, mixed with about one-fourth sand ; 
sow the seed upon the surface, but do not cover to more than a depth of four times the diameter of the seed sown, then press down gently and — 
smoothly. Very fine seed should have no covering, only press the soil after sowing. Water gently with a spray, place the box or pan in the © 
window, covering with glass. Judgment must be used in giving ventilation. Do not allow the soil to become too dry nor too wet, or they may 
damp off after starting. As soon as plants are in second leaf transplant to pots or boxes, and again into larger boxes soon as making further 
growth. When weather becomes warmthey may be removed to the bed or border in open ground, but require protection from heat and cold 
until hardened to the outdoor atmosphere. Some of the varieties listed below will not stand outdoor weather, but must be kept indoors. 
Failure wiliat times attend the most experienced grower, while another planting with the same lot of seeds will give excellent results; the 
seed must not, therefore, be considered faulty if a failure occasionally happens. With proper conditiens of culture and care success is easy.

If many shoots start, thin them out. After 
flowering, and before hard frosts, take up 
the plants, remove the tops, dry the bulbs a little and put 
into the cellar until spring, when they can be divided 
and replanted. Look at them occasionally to see that 
they are not shrivelling fromtoo dry an atmosphere, nor 
starting the eye early{in consequence of too much 
moisture and warmth. Tubers can be forwarded as soon as dange: 
from frost is past, about rst April.

Young plants should be obtained in the spring, and may be either planted 
in ground or remain in pots, by sinking the pots well low ground; in 
this way they will require repotting about twice during the season. As soon 
as the plants begin to throw up shoots pinch off the tops, and repeat this two 
or three times up to August ist not later, as the buds then begin toform. In 
September or October those planted in the open ground should be lifted and 
potted after copious watering the day before. The plants will soon recover 
the effects of lifting if kept in a sheltered, shaded place a few days. They 
must be fed liberally with water and liquid manure, or water and mulching 
with well rotted cow manure. Never let your plants wilt, nor expect large 
perfect flowers if grown in poor soil. To get the largest and most perfect 
flowers, allow only one bud, not more thantwo buds, to each shoot; remove 
all other buds as soon as or before they reach the size of small peas, but 
exercise care not to injure the shoots when disbudding.

HOW TO CULTIVATE ROSES.—As the cultivation of Roses may not be 
understood by many, a few hints as to their caremay not beamiss. Select. ** pussibic, 
a sheltered, sunny location, but away fromm heavy shrubbe~7 or trees. Any good, 
loamy garden soil will grow Roses, but must be we!! ‘-rnlized with thoroughly decom- 
posed stable manure; if this is not convezient, fine ground bone or other commercial 
fertilizers may be used, butsch must be applied with judgment, for if used too freely 
the plants may b2izjared. Manure may be applied late in the fall, in spring or mid- 
su™mti. it in the fall, as a surface dressing, which will serve as a partial protection 
for winter ; if in spring or summer, it will be beneficial asa mulch. After the ground 
has been prepared, manured, and made mellow, make holes in the soil about 12 inches 
>part; set the plants a litle deeper than formerly, arrange the roots in their natural 
position, cover with fine earth, pressing it firmly down upon them and around the

stem, then water freely. When the weather is hot and the ground dry, give water at 
intervals as found necessary. Cover the plants with old newspapers through the heat 
ofthe day. When planting notice that the soil be not too wet, which will cause it to 
bake and harden, and possfbly cause injury to the plants. Should the weather or 
ground beextremely wet when receiving your plants, they may be placed in the 
cellar ; unpack and set them upright to allow air to circulate throughthem and water 
freely. They may thus bekept safely for several days. Should they havea withereé 
appearance, caused by longdistance or delay on the way, soak them for an hour or 
so in luke-warm water before planting. Keep the soil loose and free about the plants. 
and free from weeds. Apply water at evening, which must be done judiciously, as 
too much water will more or less injure plants of any kind. Keep them free from. 
insects, wae may be easily done by the use of tobacco, whale-oil soap, or other 
insecticides. 

WINTER PROTECTION.—In warm latitudes there is little danger from frosts. 
but in our northern climate winter protection is necessar™ “722 ww0OSt moses, anu 
will amply repay the slight trouble: this "=> L« aone with leaves, hay, straw, light 
manure, pine or cedar be-shz, corn stalks or anything of such description, but do 
not cover vorz ciumps or beds until winter has fairly set in; if covered too early 
‘Ley are in danger of sweating and injury; be careful to use dry material for cover- 
ing, ard to admit of free air about the plants. When standing alone a stake may be 
driven alongside and the plant tied to the stake; around this place some straw and 
tie with a cord to hold in position ; or an old barrel may be placed over the plant and 
filled with leaves or loose straw, but break out an occasional stave to admit air. 
Hardy Perpetual and Moss Roses usually need no protection; we would, however, 
recommend a slight covering where our winters are severe.

STRAWBERRIES 


On arrival of plants, unpack them at once, loosen the bunches 
and ‘‘heel’’ them in the ground or dip their roots in a “‘ puddle,” 
made by mixing earth in water until of the consistency of cream, 
and lay away in a cool, damp cellar, where they can neither dry 
nor freeze, until they can be planted in suitable weather. Do 
not leave in packages and pour water over them, as this will 
surely cause the plants to heat and spoil. In planting take but 
few plants from the trench or package at atime, and expose as 
little as possible to the wind or sun. Never plant on a windy day, 
and never in freezing weather. Do not plant very deep, but 
press the earth firmly about the roots. Should the weather be 
warm, shade valuable plants for a few days with a handful of 
coarse litter over each plant, or with berry boxes or baskets (old 
rejected ones are as good as any). Strawberries will succeed in 
any soil that is adapted to ordinary farm or gardencrops. Soil 
should be thoroughly prepared to a good depth, well drained and 
enriched. Vegetable manure (muck, rotten turf, wood soil, ashes, 
etc.) isthe best. For field culture set in rows 3 to 3% feet apart, 
15 to 18 in. in rows; for garden, 15 inches apart each way, leaving 
pathway every third row. To produce fine, large fruit, keep in 
hills, pinching runners off as soon as they appear. Ground should 
always be keptclean and well cultivated. In winter a covering of 
leaves, straw or some kind of litter will protect the plants. Do 
not cover them until ground is frozen, or so deep asto smother 
plants ; remove covering before growth startsin spring. Mulching 
will keep fruit clean and soil in good condition through the fruit 
season. The blossoms ofall varieties are bi-sexual or perfect, ex- 
cept those marked with the letter P, which are destitute of stamens 
and are termed the pistillate or imperfect. Pistillate varieties 
must have a row of a perfect flowered sort, planted every nine 
or twelve feet among them, or, better yet, every third or fourth 
plant in the row, to pollenize their blossoms.

It is necessary to add the lime 
in order to prevent the copper sulphate from injuring the foliage. In order to kill 
the apple worms before they have time to eat their way into the apples it isnecessary 
to add Paris green to poison the worms. The proportion that is advised is at the 
rate of one pound of Paris green to two hundred gallons of water. This would 
require six and two-fifths ounces of Paris green to be added to the forty gallons of 
Bordeaux mixture. Six ounces, however, will be found to besufficient. By thus 
combining the poisonous Paris green with the copper sulphate, we are able to kill 
two birds with onestone; to prevent the fungus from making the apple scabby and 
the young worms of the codling moth from spoiling the fruit.
